Flood w aters of the North and South 
Canadian Rivers, which m et last 
night at the junction of the tw'o riv­ 
ers just below Eufaula, Oklahoma, 
today were rushing on toward Vian, 
w here they will pour the volume of 
their wanters into the Arkansas, it­ 
self barley below flood stage. 
The w ater was receding today at 
Eufaula and at the H enryetta w ater­ 
works. 
A check revealed no report­ 
ed loss of life and th at dam age had 
been largely confined to highways 
and railroad property. 
Thousands of acres of farm lands 
wrere still under w ater today, 
The 
Missouri-Kansas-Texas bridges near 
Eufaula over the North and South 
Canadian both withstood the flood, 
but considerable track w'as washed 
out. 
The w ater in the North Cana­ 
dian 
competely 
submerged 
the 
bridge and it w'as thought last night 
th at it could n t be saved. 
Today 
work crews have begun filling in the 
roadbed where the river cut it away 
and officials of the road said that 
service was expected to be resumed 
Saturday. 
Extensive damage was sustained 
by highways within the reach of the 
angry rivers. 
The Jefferson High­

The names and places were not 
available this morning as the com­ 
plaints in the various cases had not 
been filed. 
The evidence on which 
the suits were based was obtained 
by Assistant United States Attorney 
John Molley Clark. 
Speaking of the 
federal 
govern­ 
m ent’s latest effort to make New 
York City dry, Mr. Hayward said: 
“I have filed this morning 54 in­ 
junction suits asking for the closing 
of that many saloons now running 
wide open in the borough of M anhat­ 
tan. 
“This is the first of a series of 
similar actions. 
‘‘Since the repeal of the Mullan- 
Gage act, prohibition agents acting 
under supervision of my assistant, 
Major Clark, have been making a sur­ 
vey of all the places in which ar­ 
rests have been made since the Vol­ 
stead act went into effect. 
The po­ 
lice have cooperated by giving up 
lists of all arrests made by them un­ 
der the Mullan-Gage act,” 
In describing the scope of the lat­ 
est dry offensive, Mr. Hayward said 
lie had a locality card index of some 
1,100 open saloons, adding: 
“These saloons are of the bold 
type, drinks are sold quite openly, 
IO cents for near bear, 20 to 25 cents 
for real beer and 25 to 50 cents for

ago investigating the gasoline price 
situation with a view’ to discovering 
whether any unlawful practices are 
being followed in any part of the 
nation. 
Commencing upon the re­ 
sults of the conference Mr. Barrett 
said: 
“With the further cut in gasoline 
prices made this week, Missouri con­ 
sumers are faring as well as any in 
the United States and 
far 
better 
than the mojority. 
The entire field 
of operations was covered by the 
joint investigation. 
Representatives 
of tho United States department of 
justice laid before us all information 
in their possession and we, gave 
them the benefit of our observations 
Leaders among the independent oil 
men appeared and answered ques­ 
tions freely. 
Gilbert Doe, conucel 
for the La Follette investigation 
committee, spent an 
entire 
after­ 
noon detailing the evidence taken 
for the United States senate. All of 
the speakers agreed that the oil in­ 
dustry, especially in the midcontin­ 
ent field, is a very sick patient at 
the present time, and that the abnor­ 
mal condition prevailing are in them 
selves responsible for the 
greater 
part of price irregularities. 
In Ok­ 
lahoma alone it was reported that 
fifty five of the IOO refineries are 
closed down.

WASHINGTON Oct. 18.—A move 
towards possible reduction in freight 
rates on grain as an aid to the far­ 
mers has been instituted by the gov­ 
ernment in two directions.

ness of present railroad rates on 
grain and grain products to cover 
all sections of the country.

freight rates on grain designed for 
export.
